President Wilson won another 
great victory on the :H *t of March 
last week, when the hill repeal- 
ing the provismn of free tolls for 
Coast-wise shipping through the 
Panama canal was passed in the 
House of Representatives by the 
overwhelming vote of "247 against 
1(12. This measure has attracted 
more attention than any act of 
the administration except the 
Tariff and Currency bills. The re- 
markable feature about the af- 
fair is the ftict that the Demo- 
cratic platform on which Presi- 
dent Wilson was elected declared 
in fovor of "free toll" for our 
coast wise shipping, which is 
meant, shipping from port to 
port on the United States terri- 
tory. President Wilson after 
careful study came to the con- 
clusion that free tolls is an un- 
wise policy and he did what was 
wise and statesmanlike in re- 
versing himself when he found 
a mistake had been made. It is 
said that a fool never changes his 
mind but a wise man does, when 
there is a good reason tor so do- 
ing. The Panama Canal cost us 
upproximately $400,000,000which 
was paid for by the American 
people, and why should less than 
1% who own the ships reap the 
benefit of free toll which the oth- 
er 90% have paid for The fact 
of it is every ship of commerce 
passing through that Canal should 
pay the same rate in toll, and 
that is the only just and equita- 
ble way to operate the Canal.

Tin- fruit tfOfl fur 1 1M t promi- 
«•« fn he m very good one. The

tree/.e occur* within the next 
few weeks the iinli'-ation* are 
thai Kentucky will enjoy a hau- 
lier fruit year. The interest in 
- I he production of hetter fruit 
has heen very siratifvinj: and ma- 
ny orchards that have lieen nett- 
teeted for some time past have 
heen pruned, sprayed and other- 
wise put in food condition. 

The spray that has heen appli- 
ed up to the present time lias 
I ecu the dormant application for 
Vm Jose scale principally. Ma- 
ny growers who are just starting 
to cure for their orchards feel 
that this application is sufficient. 
They should retnemher that this 
application is made more as a 
protection to t he tree and not so 
much for the fruit itself. The 
application that is to show great- 
er results from a fruit standpoint 
tins yet to be made, and it is 
known as the codling moth spray. 

The codling moth is the insect 
that causes the apples to become 
"wormy" and drop off prema- 
turely. It is safe to say that over 
fifty per cent, of the apples rais- 
ed in the State are infested w ; th 
the larvae of this insect. The 
moth is grayish brown in appear- 
ance and usually flies at night. 
The female moth deposits her 
eggs on the calyx end of the fruit 
and ou nearby leaves and branch- 
es about blossoming time. The 
eggs hatch in from rive to ten 
days after they are laid. As soon 
as the worm hatches it crawls to 
the nearby apples and usually 
enters the open calyx or blossom 
end. 

Advantage should be taken of 
the fact that the worm enters the 
open calyx of the apple and an 
attempt, should be made to spray 
the trees just after the blossoms 
drop and before the calyx cup 
closes. If the spraying is delay- 
ed too long the calyx cup closes 
around the worm and it is im- 
possible to reach it with poison. 
This spray should be directed 
down into the blossoms with as 
much force as possible. 

Arsenate of lead and Paris 



green are the principal poison- 
used in combating this insect. <>i 
the two, arsenate of lead is pre 
ferable btCMH it adheres better 
and because il is not so liable Ml 
burn the foliage. It should be 
used at the rate of three pounds 
of arsenate of lead to fiftygallous 
of water. Paris green should be 
used at the rate of five to eiuht 
ounces to fifty gallons of water. 
One gallon of lime-sulfur should 
be added to forty gallons of the 
spray because of its value in 
checking the different fungous 
diseases, such as black rot and 
apple scab. 

In this section there are two 
broods of codling moth in a year. 
The second'.brood usually makes 
its appearance from the middle 
ot July to the first of August. 
The same spray as given above 
may be applied. If bitter rot. is 
troublesome, Bordeaux mixture 
should bo substituted for the 
lime-sulphur. 

These sprayings are very im- 
portant from a fruit standpoint. 
Particular effort should be made 
to place some of the nieterial in 
every calyx cup. It. is not so nec- 
essary to try and «prav every 
leaf, but the operaton should 
aim to reach all of the fruit.
